The defiance of Moscow by Yugo­ 
slavia, Finland and the moderate 
Communists of Soviet occupied Ger­ 
many gives one to pause for consid­ 
eration oi the significance 
We shall be rash, I think, to jump 
to conclusion, in trying to figure the 
potentialities of iii "‘revolt” against 
Moscow, or how tar Russia may be 
prepared to go in m aintaining her 
prestige. For example, take Rtkvdu’s 
threatening not* to a politically re­ 
bellious and defiant Yugoslavia: 
Moscow 
lashed out at 
Marshal 
Tit-o with the warning that Russia 
Is prepared to take "effective meas­ 
ures” (measures unspecified! to pro­ 
tect the rights of Russian citizens in 
Yugoslavia. 
Blow from Finland 
The real im portance of the cur­ 
rent developments lies in the fact 
that they repr* ant open defiance in 
Russia's own sphere of Influence. 
They represent cracks in the Com­ 
munist structure T hl importance us 
multiplied when wr consider that 
great discontent has long been mak­ 
ing Itself evident in other satellite 
states 
like F’olund 
Hungary und 
Czechoslovakia, and th at thus are 
bound lo take fresh courage, 
Finland’s bold and energetic stand, 
coming on top of Yugoslavia’s re­ 
fusal to knuckle under, is a nm a 
a nu dangerous blow to Soviet ho­ 
pes ial ambitions in Europe. Both 
those nations ate essential to ^.h** 
R*u structure, not only politically 
but militarily, for they a rt strate­ 
gically located. 
Of course Russia could take F.n- 
land over by force, but such a move 
assuredly would result ai another 
world war. Finland must be absorbed 
by indirection, Thus we see Red 
leaders in Finland precipitating a 
wave of strikes which the Helsinki 
government says represent a m an­ 
euver towards revolution and the 
establishment of a Rmi regime. 
Astonishing Move 
The Finnish authorities promptly 
announced th at they would "inflict 
a crushing defeat in the Commu-
